: Needham. ■ ,\t this first meeting 
under the newly elected officers, the 
President of the University ad- 
dressed the .'\ssociation. He out- 
! lined the work of the University, 

'< show ing the advance which has been 
tnade in the last few years. In this 
. forward movement, he stated, a new 
step ha's bee'i taken both by the stu- 
dents and the faculties and Hoard 
of Trustees of the Institution. 'Hie 
students have organized the societv 
of Class, Presidents, where each 
class is rei'resented and has a voice. 
It is the duty of this body to look- 
after the intere.sts of the student 
bodv. It lies within their province 
■ to discuss matters of interest t»-lhc 
students and exercise a general con- 
trol over all college activities. If 
any class in the Iffiiversitv has a 
complaint tb make, either against 
the instructors and professors, or 
against anv men or group of men 
in the scIktoI. thev are at lihertv to 
bold a class meeting and instruct the 
president of their class to put the 
matter before the Assoo-'ution of 
Class Presidents, w-ho wi’11 discuss 
the merits of the point at issue, and 
if need be. present , the case to the 
Poard of Trustees, through the 
President of the Iffiiversitv. On 
behalf of the Universitv, Dr. Need- 
ham pledn-ed himself to present all 
matters before the Trustees which 
were presented to him hv the stu- 
I dent bodv. with the Class Presidents 
as their medium of communication. 

The nuestion of finances then 
arose. It was stated bv Mr. Eaton, 
for the Athletic Council, that the 
treasnrv is empty, and that it is im- 
perative that money he raised in the 
near future if we are to carry on 
track work for the ensuing season.

>sity. Provided it is carried on 
along the lines suggested, there is 
little question that it will fill the 
great need -of George Washington 
for just .stich a bodv of .students. 
Pra^-t'callv every iqijxirtant. Uni- 
versity has a like organisation,

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District legislature, could choose 
between two plans : 

(i) It could spend $400,000 or 
^00,000 for the site, the buildings 
and expensive equipment that would 
be needed for a new District-Gov- 
ernment College of the Mechanic 
Afts as a part of the Public School 
system, which would take up the 
work where it is left off by the Mc- 
Kinley Manual Training High 
School ; and Congress could turn 
over that College the District’s an- 
nual Morrill appropriation. 

Or (2) Confess could utilize 
the services of an existing institu- 
tion, thereby saving this immense 
initial expenditure. 

With the approval of the Interior 
Department, which administers the 
Morrill Acts, and with the tacit con- 
sent of Congress, the legislatures of 
New York, New Jersey and Massa- 
chusetts have for over 30 years fol- 
lowed this second plan. New York 
utilizes the services of Cornell; New 
Jersey, the services of Rufgers; 
while Massachusetts, for the work 
in Mechanic Arts, gives a part of 
its Federal appronriation to the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, turning over the balance to 
its State College of Agriculture. 

These three precedents are clearly 
within the spirit and the letter of the 
original Morrill Acts, which do not 
require the states to employ the ser- 
vices of a State University or a 
State College of Agriculture and 
the Mechanic Arts. Followine these 
precedents, the second and third 
sections of the Gallinger bill desig- 
nate our University as the institu- 
tion to receive this money as we do 
this work. 

Fortunately for us. the bill raises 
no issue between our University and 
any other institution that is doing 
work for the white students of the 
District. 

(a) Our University is the only 
one that is attempting to cover the 
whole field of the Mechanic .\rts, 
or, so far as we have heard, that has 
any plans in that direction. 

(hi What is still more determin- 
ing, the George Washington Uni- 
versitv is a non-sect-irian institution 
and is, therefore, undeniably a 
proper recipient of public monev. 

Naturally ever\^ one in the insti- 
tution is keenly Interested in the 
passage of this bill, and it is possible 
for such students as are personally 
acquainted with members of Con- 
gress to do a good deal of service in 
helping to secure its passage. In 
the case of such students, permit me 
to make a few suggestions: 

fi 1 Thoroughly master the es- 
sential points in this bill. In ad- 
dition to the present communication, 
a small leaflet entitled- “A Brief 
Statement of the Case” will be use- 
ful for this purpose; copies can be 
procured from Mr. Davis, the Sec- 
retary of the University, 

( 2') In everything that the mem- 
bers of the University may say or 
do. outside of the institution, in sup- 
port of this bill, it is very important 
that we clearly understand and keep 
in the foreground the fact that, 
properly understood, our appeal for 
the passage of the Gallinger bill is 
fundamentally an appeal for the 
District $f Columbia, rather than an 
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much of the work that is called for 
by these Acts. But we are am- 
bitious to do it still better. , . 

But you must bear in mind that 
very few Congressmen could be ex- 
pected to be interested in this bill 
merely on the ground that it would 
be a good thing for our University. 
If this were the only reason for 
passing it, it would not be a .suf- 
ficient reason. Therefore, empha- 
size the fact that the fight for the 
bill is the District’s fight rather than 
the University’s ; that the passage 
of this bill would not so much help 
the George Washington University 
as it would put the University in a 
position, at the minimum expense 
to the taxpayers, to help the yoimg 
people of the District to get the 
practical forms of collegiate educa- 
tion in the Mechanic .Arts which 
ought to be provided in the District. 

(3 1 The main argument for the 
bill is along the following lines : The 
lack of business opportunities in the 
District for young men who have 
finished their High School, or even 
their College work of the ordinary 
academic type ; the importance, in 
the case of the voting men who are 
compelled to seek a collegiate educa- 
tion of a practical character, of pro- 
viding such forms of education 
within the District, owing to the 
fact that most parents here are un- 
able to send their sons away to Col- 
lege : the fact that our College of 
Engineering and the Mechanic 
.Arts (if its efficiency can now be 
increased by means of the Morrill 
appropriation! could train a large 
number of such men to be Mechani- 
cal. Civil and Electrical Engineers, 
so that when they settle in the sev- 
eral states they mav “start even” 
with the voting men there who have 
had similar opportunities in their 
home states. ' 

The personal testimony of a 
young man living in the District, 
who, either from his own personal 
experience or the experience of his 
comrades, can sneak of the crying 
need of this kind of education, will 
weigh ten times as much with a 
Congressman who knows that stu- 
dent as anything that might be said 
to him by President Needham or 
rriyself, or bv any one else con- 
nected with the administrative or 
teaching work of the University. 

( 4! Whatever can be done bv the 
students in the wav of enl’ ting this 
personal Interest on the part of Con- 
gressmen ought to be done at once.v 
Speak to your personal friends in 
Congress within the next two or 
three days, if possible. We shall 
make an effort to crowd the bill to 
the front before the calendar begins 
to be clogged with other matters

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The Gallinger Amendment to the 
Morrill Act was introduced in the 
House of Representatives Monday 
morning by Representative Boutell 
jof Illinois, an alumnus of this insti- 
tution. By this act the first gun in 
the fight to place the District on the 
list of states and territories receiv- 
ing benefit from the Morrill Acts 
was fired. 

The campaign will be carried on 
with all the force and influence pos- 
sessed by the University , authori- 
ties in order that, first, th^'bill may 
be passed, and second, that George 
Washington may be designated as 
the University to receive the Dis- 
trict’s share in the appropriation. 

In another article in this issue 
we present a complete statement of 
the purpose of the Morrill Acts and 
the University’s position in the mat- 
ter, by Dr. Richard D. Harlan, the 
official representative of the Uni- 
versity in this question. 

It requires only a brief survey of 
Dr. Harlan’s article to, realize the 
justice of both claims — that of the 
District to become one of the com- 
munities under the Morrill Acts, 
and second, that of George Wash- 
ington to receive the District’s ap- 
propriation. Every state and terri-

vse undertaKC to keep Ui'e luatleri 
continually belore tlieiii J and it lies 
wiuun the power oi' the student 
body to periorm as eltecuv^t worK 
as the University authorities! Read 
u>r. iiarian's article aiid'toliow the 
suggestions outlined there. Al- I 
ready ritty influential citizens of the 
District have joined to takp mea^7 
ures to further the passage! of .this 
bill. Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Board of Trade’ 
have appointed a joint committee to 
take this matter up and to repqf't 
any action they may recommend to 
their respective organizations! ,wi,th 
a view of co-operatmg in the e^brt 
to push this bill to its passage. 

Students in this University must 
realize that to them, and to them 
first, will come the fruits of a suc- 
cessful campaign for" this measure.'/l 
With an assured income devoted to 
those courses prescribedX by the 
Morrill Acts, and the opportunity 
to devote the money now used: in 
maintaining those courses to other 
subjects in the curriculum, this Unk- 
versity will take that leai'p in pres- 
tige and reputation for which Mst 
development has prepared the way.^ 

It must be kept in mind, in ad- 
dition, that this fight is as much the 
District’s fight as the University’s,. 
Once the bill is passed, there seems, 
to be little ground for doubt thatl 
George \\'ashington will become 
the designated institution. No other 
college in the District is performing 
the requi.site work, nor meets the 
requirements of the Morrill .\cts. , 

There is work for all. Either 
President Needham, Dr. Harlan or 
any of the administration officers 
will welcome what assistance can 
be offered. The bill is now before 
Congress. Every possible influence 
and weight w'ill be necessarj[ for 


speedy action, i'he two-fold oppor- 
tunity of helping both the Univer- 
sity and ourselves is an incentive 
sufficient to demand our best labors.
